Florence Sage, Social Science Instruc- 
tor and Counselor at Clatsop Commu- 
nity College was selected by the Alco- 
hol and Drug Problems Association 
(ADPA) of North America to present 
a workshop at ADPA’s 14th Annual 
Women’s Issues Conference held last 
October. 

Her workshop, entitled, “Using 
Creative Spoken Word as Therapy” 
based on primary and secondary 
research, was part of the conference’s 
presentations on addiction prevention 
and recovery strategies. 

The presentation included a unique 
synthesis of what is currently known 
about physiological changes in the 
brain during the following processes: 
the creative act, the retrieval of 
personal emotional memories, 
reconstruction of memories into art, 
speaking one’s artistic product aloud, 
and the brain structure and chemistry 
of addiction. Sage drew conclusions, 
based on current brain chemistry, 
about how “spoken word-art” can 
change self-concept and problematic 
behavior. For the personal experience 
of “spoken word-art” as therapy, Sage 
interviewed and surveyed members of 
the Slam Sisters, a national organiza- 
tion of women poets who use “spoken 
word” primarily. Sage is a counselor 
at CCC, a PTK advisor, and instructor 
of social sciences.

In HS 102 students gain knowledge 
about mind/mood-altering drugs; the 
social and psychological context of 
their use; their effects on body, brain, 
behavior, and quality of life;
